turnaround 

School should be used as ‘blueprint 
for better performance’

AN education chief has said 
the turnaround of an ailing 
Banbury primary school 
should serve as a model for 
the county’s struggling 
classrooms. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council’s Melinda Tilley 
praised Hardwick Primary 
School’s efforts to get back on 
track after it was strongly 
criticised by inspectors 12 
months ago. 

Ofsted said the Ferriston 
school had “significantly 
improved” and would 
continue to do so, a year after 


it gave staff a “notice to 
improve”. 

Mrs Tilley, cabinet member 
for schools improvement, said 
progress was “nothing short 
of phenomenal and sets an 


example of what can be 
achieved with hard work and 
dedication”. 

She said: “Other schools 
that need to improve can use 
Hardwick School as a 
blueprint on how to achieve 
better performances in its 
Ofsted inspections.” 

Hardwick headteacher 
Julie Hawkin said a focus on 
improving teaching was the 
key to their success, with 
assessment of lessons, 
coaching and teacher visits 
to other schools. 

She added: “We have 
treated our children as 
individuals - that has made a 
big difference.” 

Higher than average 
numbers of children without 
English as a first language, 
special needs and pupils with 
little pre-schooling were 
among challenges, she said. 

Back in September 2010, 
Ofsted demanded “significant 
improvement” over “very 
low” attainment in reading, 
writing and maths, the 
quality of teaching and 
attendance. It also cited “dull 
and uninspiring” teaching. 

But in the latest 
inspection, carried out last 
month, the report said: “This 
school has been successful in 
reversing a long history of 
under-achievement. 

“It is of great credit to 
staff, the governing body and 
the leadership of the school.” 



Teachers are now being 
“rigorously assessed” and 
lessons are “well planned 
and have a brisk pace” with a 
redesigned curriculum, it 
said. 

Its overall rating has risen 
from “inadequate” to “good”. 

Pupils still join the school 
with skills below the 
expected level but “good 
progress” was made by five- 
to seven-year-olds. 

Yet the school was still 
below average in reading, 
writing and maths for these 
ages, though attainment from 
seven to 11 is now “broadly 
average”. 

Meanwhile, less than four 
years ago, Dashwood 
Primary School, in Banbury, 
was failing to attract pupils 
after a damning Ofsted 
report. 

But staff and students are 
also now celebrating after 
the school was rated “good 
with outstanding features”. 

Headteacher Vicki McLean 
was brought in to bring the 
school back up to scratch in 
September 2008. 

She said: “I think the latest 
report is a credit to our 
pupils and a lot of work.” 

When inspectors visited 
the school in November 2007 
they described it as 
“inadequate”, and placed it in 
“special measures”. 

But Ofsted inspector June 
Woolhouse, who visited the 
school last month, painted 
quite a different picture this 
time round. 

She said: “Its drive, 
determination and high 
expectations have resulted in 
an outstanding climate for 
learning.”

If agreed, some 110 
homes would be provided 
on the northern side when 
that part of the site is 
cleared. 

Warriner head Dr 
Annabel Kay said the sixth 
form, to enable the school 


to take on 104 Year 12 and 
83 Year 13 students, was 
vital for teenagers’ 
wellbeing. 

The plan would require 
a new building within the 
school site, though no 
location has been decided. 

Where the funding for 
the estimated £1.6m 
building would come from 
is unknown, Dr Kay said. 

Consultation will be 
held over the principle of 


whether or not to open a 
sixth form. This will run 
for six weeks and include 
two public meetings at the 
school, Dr Kay said. 

Details of the debate 
will be on the school’s 
website and Oxfordshire 
County Council’s website 
on October 31. 

The plan - discussed 
since the 1970s - would 
need final approval by The 
Department for Education.

Boy 

hospital’s blunder

AN 11-year-old 
Oxfordshire boy, left 
disabled for life after 
medical blunders at 
Banbury’s Horton General 
Hospital, has won a multi¬ 
million pound pay out. 

The boy, who cannot be 
identified, will receive a 
£2.7m lump sum payout 
from the Oxford Radcliffe 
Hospitals NHS Trust, with 
annual, index-linked and 
tax-free payments for life 
to pay for his care. 

The boy’s mother was 
sent to the hospital when 
she went into labour 11 
years ago, after 
experiencing problems 
with the baby’s foetal 
heart rate 

The boy suffered a 
period of hypoxia, oxygen 
deprivation to the brain, 
which resulted in 
catastrophic brain damage

that has left him with 
cerebral palsy. 

Approving the 
settlement at the High 
Court, Mr Justice Andrew 
Smith said it would give 
the boy financial security 
and his parents the peace 
of mind, knowing that he 
will be looked after for the 
rest of his life. 

He said: “I hope that it 
will mean that his parents 
will have a greater 
freedom to take their own 
lives forward.” 

William Edis QC, 
barrister for the Oxford 
Radcliffe Hospitals NHS 
Trust, said: “No amount of 
money can possibly 
restore what has been lost. 

“We hope that this 


award, agreed between the 
parties, helps. We believe 
it will.” 

The family’s barrister, 
Lord Faulks, said that, 
despite the boy’s disability 
and communication 
problems, he had a keen 
interest in cars and 
responded to the sound of 
an engine. 

He added: “Nothing can 
wholly compensate him or 
his family for what 
happened to him and the 
limitations on his life, but 
it is very much hoped that 
this settlement, together 
with the good fortune that 
he has such a supportive 
family, will enable him to 
lead a life as useful and 
profitable to him as is 
reasonably anticipated.” 

The trust formally 
apologised to the family 
for the incident.

Initiatives 
save county’s 
youth clubs 

By Liam Sloan 

ALL of the youth clubs that lost 
county council funding in 
September are to be saved 
through community initiatives. 

A set of recommendations due 
to go to the council’s cabinet this 
week will result in Big Society 
cash going to 12 of the 13 youth 
clubs threatened with closure, 
while the final one, Henley, has 
continued to run despite the 
council cuts. 

It means all of the 26 youth 
clubs that had been county 
council-run will continue to 
provide some level of youth 
work. 

Kieron Mallon, the councillor 
who is behind the Big Society 
initiative, said: “There have been 
a lot of doom-mongers who have 
closed their eyes and ears to 
what we have been trying to 
achieve. 

“It is remarkable that we are 
in such a positive position, 
despite the fact that the council 
had less money to spend on 
youth services as a result of the 
£119m cuts it is having to make.” 

The council faced criticism 
from young people, police 
officers and community groups 
when it announced that a 
restructuring of the county’s

youth provision would save 
£4.2m a year. 

Funding was withdrawn from 
13 youth centres, and instead six 
early-intervention hubs were set 
up - in Banbury as well as East 
Oxford, Littlemore, Abingdon, 
Didcot and Witney - to tackle 
truancy, teenage pregnancy, 
drug and alcohol abuse, young 
offending and problem families. 

In addition, six satellite 
centres in Barton, Rose Hill, 
Blackbird Leys, Donnington, 
Berinsfield and Kidlington have 
continued to offer youth work 
sessions. 

But all other youth clubs 


across the county lost their 
funding. Councillors set up a 
£600,000 Big Society Fund to give 
one-off start-up cash for 
volunteer groups to run projects 
in their communities. 

In the first wave of grants in 
July, groups in Chipping 
Norton, together with Wood 
Farm, Wheatley, Faringdon, 
Wolvercote, Carterton, Eynsham 
and Wantage, were given cash to 
secure the future of the youth 
clubs. 

This week, the council’s 
cabinet was set to approve 
another wave of grants to save 
three more youth clubs.

County is named 
third best at 
protecting the 
disabled 



THE charity Scope has praised Oxfordshire County Council 
for protecting people with disabilities. 

In a national survey, carried out on behalf of the charity by 
the research institute Demos, the council was named third in 
a list of authorities that have coped best. 

The report found that Oxfordshire had introduced 
individual support for 
disabled people and brought 
in integrated plans offering 
care, housing, leisure and 
health. 

Unlike many other 
authorities, it had seen a rise 
of 12.13 per cent in its 
disabled children and 
families’ care and support 
budget - an increase from 
£60,288 to £67,602 - and a 5.44 
per cent increase to the adult 
care and support budget, 
which has risen from £65,920 
to £69,507 from 2010/11 to 
2011/12. 

But a county council 
spokesman said the rise was 
due to the authority’s 
planning, which began more 
than four years ago, to care 
for an increasing ageing 
population. 

Despite the gradually 
increasing budgets, the 
council will still need to 
make savings of £37m in its 
adult social care budget by 
2015. This year the budget 
was £195m. 

The council was found to 
be coping “very well” despite 
a reduction of 3.12 per cent to 
the budget for older people’s 
care and support, which has 
dropped from £91,216 to 
£88,372. 

The independent report 
named the authority as third 
best, behind Knowsley and 
Peterborough, out of the 152 
authorities. 

Arash Fatemian, 

Oxfordshire’s adult social 
care chief, said: “The 
independent research has 
ranked the savings which

Oxfordshire County Council 
has had to make as having 
one of the lowest impacts on 
services for disabled people 
in a locality. It has 
acknowledged that 
efficiencies that we are 
having to make in social care 
are being done so, like in all 
other areas, with a deep level 
of consideration for those 
involved.” 

But despite the Scope 
findings, Paul Scarrott, a 
volunteer at Oxfordshire 
disability charity My Life My 
Choice, said that there were 
real worries about cuts. 

“People are telling the 
charity they are worried 
about their benefits, the 
youth centres and NHS 
privatisation. We are doing a 
lot of campaigning about 
cuts.”

B ased on a remarkable real- 
life story, Winter the dolphin 
has succeeded where many 
animals have fallen short, 
successfully stealing the spotlight 
away from screen stars Morgan 
Freeman, Harry Connick Jr and 
Kris Kristofferson. 

Found fighting for her life after 
being caught in the ropes of a crab 
trap in Florida, the young 
bottlenose dolphin - who plays 
herself in the film - was discovered 
by young boy Sawyer Nelson

Winter is rescued and taken to

Crews who also rescue our 
furry and feathered friends

THEY are known for rescuing 
cats stuck up trees. 

But firefighters in Oxfordshire 
have also saved pigeons stuck on 
roofs, puppies trapped in sofas 
and even a cat caught in a 
reclining chair. 

New figures reveal 
Oxfordshire firefighters have 
rescued 135 animals in the last 
three years at an estimated cost 
of £16,835 to the taxpayer. 

Crews have helped save 37 
cats, 25 horses, 22 dogs, 16 cows, 
ten deer, four sheep, and a 
donkey. Some 17 birds were 
rescued, including ten pigeons. 

After a Freedom of 
Information Act request, the list 
of animal incidents Oxfordshire 
Fire and Rescue Service 
attended during 2008 and 2010 
was released. 

Nigel Wilson, Oxfordshire 
County Council’s area manager 
in charge of operations, said 
such rescues were important. 

He said: “The work they are 
doing is preventing other people 
taking serious risks, which 
could lead to a bigger rescue 
operation.” 

Watch manager Gary Crone, 
who leads large animal rescues, 
said he trained his crew 
monthly to rescue distressed 
animals. 

The crew also practises once a 
year using Bedford and Luton 
Fire Service’s 300kg manikin 
horse. 


He said: “The reason we go to 
these incidents is because we 
have the training, we have the 
equipment, and we can go and 
resolve these incidents quickly 
and safely. 

“We are a fire and rescue 
service. We have a role in saving 
life - any life.” 

But he said last year the crew 
was rescuing a cow stuck in 
Banbury but left the rescue to 
attend a road accident. 

He added: “Humans will 


always take priority over 
animals.” 

RSPCA east superintendent 
Kelly Rivers said: “The 
continued support and 
assistance received from our 
local and regional fire and 
rescue teams continues to prove 
to be an extremely valuable 
asset when conducting animal 
rescues, ensuring all difficult 
rescues are achieved swiftly and 
with minimal stress caused to 
an injured or trapped animal.”

T he name’s the same, but 
the game has changed 
entirely for Nissan’s 
Micra supermini. Out 
goes Sunderland-built funky 
design and in comes Indian-built 
play-it-safe-styling. 

This little car is off on a big 
mission with sales planned in 
160 countries and an aim of 
nothing short of global domina¬ 
tion. Nissan itself describes the 
launch of the car as opening ‘an 
entirely new chapter’. And that 
is crystal clear the moment you 
get inside the car. The fourth 
generation car is quite unlike 
any Micra I have driven and 
delivers an entirely different 
driving feel to its predecessors. 

After almost 30 years and 5.65 
million sales, this Micra is the 
first not be built in either Japan 
or Europe. Instead production 
has shifted to four plants in 
China, Thailand, India and 
Mexico. Examples destined for 
the UK will come from Nissan's 
Chennai plant in India. 

Along with the switch in pro¬ 
duction sites, the stop-and-stare 
styling of its predecessor has 
been replaced by anonymous

rounded looks — a real surprise 
considering the arrival of high¬ 
ly-styled models like the Juke. 

The interior fares little better 
with lots of hard plastic on the 
dashboard and doors. But on the 
upside there is plenty of space in 
the rear and boot space comfort¬ 
ably matches its rivals. 

The test car was fitted with a 
1.2-litre petrol engine putting 
out 79 horsepower emitting a 
three-cylinder burble that grows 
as the revs rise. 

On the upside, the Micra's 
electrically-assisted steering is 
light and accurate, and while it 
makes parking a doddle, it feels 
light on the motorway. 

Having said that, the little car 
positively revelled in a 200-mile 
day trip that left driver and pas¬ 
senger completely relaxed. 

The car has clearly been 
designed to be comfortable and 
soaks up bumpy roads with ease, 
though it lacks the sharp 
response of some of its rivals. 

With its quest for global sales, 
there is little doubt that even if 
the interior is less sophisticated 


than in the past, the mechanical 
side of the car will be tough. 

And it is frugal enough, with a 
combined consumption figure of 
56.5mpg. 

The arrival of a new super¬ 
charged version of the 1.2-litre 
petrol engine boosts power to 98 
horsepower, with CO 2 levels 
falling to 95g/km. There will not 
be a diesel version. 

Equally simple is the model 
line-up, with just one five-door 
body style, the two engine 
options and two transmission 
choices — either a five-speed 
manual or a continuously vari¬ 
able transmission (CVT).

■ Nissan’s Juke crossover has 
undergone changes to its 1.6- 
litre petrol and 1.5-litre dCi diesel 
drivetrains, reducing emissions 
and boosting fuel economy. The 
1.6-litre petrol variant now 
returns 47.1 mpg on the 
combined cycle — an 
improvement of 2.3mpg — and 
emits 139g/km of CO 2 , a 
reduction of 8g/km. As a result of 
these changes, the 1.6-litre 
petrol model now sits in VED 
Band E, meaning that owners will 
pay £15 less to tax their cars. 


With the fuel savings factored in, 
Nissan says the changes will 
save the typical owner £232 over 
the course of three years. The 
revised diesel-powered Juke 
drops a VED band (from E to D), 
and now costs £95 a year to tax. 
■ Citroen is extending the C4 
range with the introduction of 
the C4 Aircross. Designed to 
mix the practicality of the 
regular C4 with off-roader 
styling cues, the C4 Aircross is 
available with two- and four- 
wheel-drive versions in some 


markets and will be launched 
in Europe at the end of the first 
half of 2012. The car will go on 
sale in the UK during the 
second half of 2012. 

■ SsangYong's new entry into 
the sports utility vehicle 
crossover market, the Korando, 
will come with a five-year, 
unlimited mileage warranty, the 
company has announced.
